Patrese said that for the effort, and 
risk, it looked at least a second faster 
than Senna’s best. A fortnight later in 
Hungary I was 11th on the grid and 
got to fifth by the finish. I really en- 
joyed the race. It is almost a street 
circuit like Adelaide and I had brake 
problems from about half way. Atone 
corner the brake would be very hard 
and at the next there would be noth- 
ing there at all. Imagine that in Ad- 
elaide! Anyway I came away with 
two points - our best result of the 
season so far.

Dennis’ attention to detail and 
cleanliness are legendary, but what 
about those factors that cannot be 
worked outona computer, whatabout 
the problems he has had with some of 
his drivers? 

“I was not pleased with my per- 
formancein 1989.1 don’t wanttoopen 
old wounds up. But part of the prob- 
lem was that we had two people who 
considered themselves to be number 
one drivers. But one of them, using 
the same equipment, went faster than 
the other. That was hard fortheslower 
driver toaccept. Hehad tocome tothe 
conclusion he was second-best, and 
that is when motivation goes. So he 
looked for a mental crutch, blaming 
us. As did some of the authorities in 
the sport, and that wasa total abuse of 
power on their part.”

At the time of the incidents at the 
Japanese Grand Prix, Dennis spoke a 
lot about fair play. Did he see himself 
taking on a different role in Formula 
One, to maybe bring some fair play 
into the sport? 

“At the tail-end of last season! was 
angry at myself for being surprised 
by the lack of support that I had from 
the other teams. They could have ex- 
pressed an opinion, but they all saw 
McLaren ona route of selfdestruction, 
happy to see me bleed. Now I havea 
mental block about contributing, to 
Formula One. Maybe I was naive, but 
I felt let down. So now I prefer to 
operate in my McLaren bubble.” 

Ithas been suggested that Dennis, 
who came into motor racing as a 
mechanic when he was 18, desires 
Bernie Ecclestone’s job, wants more 
power. “No I don't. He does it well 
and Iam sure he and his organisation 
get tremendous material benefits from 
it.

This is John Barnard’s office, Even in 
the unusually high temperatures of 
Britain’s late summer heatwave there 
is a feeling of coolness, order and 
purpose.

For 
Barnard, Technical Director of 
Benetton and arguably the most tal- 
ented designer in Formula One, sin- 
gleness of purpose has been taken for 
granted for more than 20 years, 

Born in London on May 4, 1946, 
the only child of very supportive par- 
ents, Barnard was given and took 
every opportunity to pursue his inter> 
estincars in generaland racing carsin 
particular, Indeed, it might be more 
accurate to describe his parents as 
partners in the development of his 
career and honing of his talent, When 
he wanted an Aston Martin, for ex- 
ample, he was given one. And when 
he decided it needed new upholstery, 
his mother supplied the needles and 
enthusiasm for the job. It wasa family 
affair and it gave him, as a teenager, 
the stability and oppor- 
tunity to make a clear, 
strong and ambitious 
start in life.

While 
winning races throughout 1990, the 
US tyre giant has been less comfort- 
able in qualifying. A two-part PE 
interview with Goodyear’s Manager 
of International Racing PR, Barry 
Griffin, throws interesting light on 
the current “tyre wars” and makes for 
some fascinating contrasts. 


1, Forward from Phoenix? 

Early in the season, Griffin spoke 
to Rick Miller about the constraints 
the tyre companies work under, and 
his expectations for the year. 

“We have to build our tyres to 
dimensions laid down by FISA: not 
more than 26 inches in overall height, 
18 inches in overall width when fitted 
to the rim. Our rear tyre is made to 
that maximum dimension, our front 
is an inch smaller and slightly nar- 
tower to achieve the balance. In an 
ideal world we would like to make 
our tyres larger, with a bigger diam- 
eter: the tyre would then be rotating 
more slowly, doing fewer revs per 
mile, which would enable it to have 
an easier life. 

“The tyre is working, 
very hard on a modern F1 
car because there is terrific 
downforce on it, and after 
all - and this is something 
people rarely appreciate - it 
is the air within the tyre 
which is supporting that 
load. You've got to get suf- 
ficient air into the tyre, but 
you don’t want to run the 
tyre at excessively high 
pressures, otherwise you 
lose grip. You are reducing 
your footprint on the 
ground, tosomeextent,and 
the compliance of the tyre 
disappears. 

“Yes, there have been 
considerable advances in 
tyre construction: the tran- 
sition from cross-ply to ra- 
dial meant cornering forces 
increased, because a radial 
tyre hangs on far more than 
abias tyre did. The rigidity 
of the tread area, especially, 
has contributed to higher 
cornering speeds. And of 
course there are always ad- 
vances in compounding, 
getting more sticky.

One, has been with our 
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qualifying tyre, particularly on the 
slower, low-grip circuits like Monaco 
and the Hungaroring. It has been our 
prime objective throughout the sea- 
son to improve our qualifier for the 
low-grip circuits. For Hungary we 
brought a new qualifier along, which 
we shall probably not run again until 
we get down to Adelaide, also a rela- 
tively slow, low-grip circuit. 

“In the meantime, we are not 
satisfied with the qualifier - I think if 
you are racing, competitive, you're 
never satisfied - and one of the main 
reasons for Goodyear’s being in rac- 
ing is to accept the challenge of al- 
ways trying to produce a faster, more 
competitive race tyre. So long as that 
challenge exists and we are working 
that way, Goodyear will stay in racing. 

“We are currently supplying 
tyres to five teams on a no-charge 
basis: Ferrari, McLaren, Williams, Lo- 
tus and Benetton. Everybody else is 
having to pay for their tyres. Of the 35 
cars currently in Formula 1, 24 are 
running on Goodyear and we are not 
looking to increase our involvement. 
We have more than our fairshare. We 
will not be trying to shed any of our 
teams unless they want to go, or there 
are financial problems. At this point 
in time we do not know the future of 
Lotus. We have had a long associa- 
tion with them; one also has to appre- 
ciate that Lotusis bigger for Goodyear 
than just the Lotus we see at the race- 
track. They havea production facility 
in the UK, and we have enjoyed an 
awful lot of business with Lotus; they 
are also associated, through the 
Lamborghini engine, with Chrysler - 
another significant customer for 
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Goodyear, which has to be taken into 
consideration. 

“Were we surprised by the 
strength of Pirelli’s early-season chal- 
lenge? Wetake Pirelli’s performance, 
or that of any other competitor, very 
seriously. Butoriginally, when Pirelli 
were here they were learning, possi- 
bly, and weall haveto go through that 
learning process. They mightnot have 
looked competitive; but we know you 
learn very quickly in this arena, and 
they have given us a hard time in 
qualifying. They hurt us in our own 
back garden, effectively, in Phoenix. 


Goodyear refuse to throw ‘Stones at the competition! 


Goodyear is an American company 
and that is where we would have 
liked to have done well, but they did 
very well there. But I don’t think we 
should put it all down to the Pirelli 
tyre: one acknowledges that Alesi is 
the new talent in Grand Prix racing, 
and Harvey Postlethwaite has de 
signed a very nimble and responsive 
Tyrrell car. 

“Some drivers have complained 
about disappointing qualifying tyres 
Wehave responded to all our criticsas 
best we have been able to in the time 
available.

was driving was so small that | could 
barely fit into it. Also, | was getting 
tired of the fact that I was racing with 
anengine that had very little possibil- 
ity of doing anything. I finished 11th 
in the Championship with one third 
and one fifth. That says a lot, doesn’t 
it? It really wasn’t that good a year. 
And I wanted a change of pace. I 
wanted something different. 

“I was very close to doing a deal 
with Tom Walkinshaw Racing and 
Jaguar to do endurance racing this 
season. I wasona business trip hereto 
the States, and | met up with Chip 
(Ganassi). A week after | saw Chip he 
took controlling interest of the Patrick 
Racing team and he asked me if I 
wanted to drive a Chevy-powered 
car in CART next year. It didn’t take 
very long to get an agreement...” 

So this season Cheever is driving 
for a top ranked team in the PPG 
CART series - Chip Ganassi Racing. 
Last year Ganassi and Pat Patrick 
fielded the Penske which Emerson 
Fittipaldi used to win the Indy 500 
and the CART Championship 

In 1990 Ganassi and Patrick went 
their separate ways. The “new” 
Ganassi team has a sound package: a 
1989 Penske chassis, a new 1990 Lola 
chassis, the coveted IImor Chevrolet 
V8 turbo, sponsorship from Target (a 
chain of department stores) and Eddie 
Cheever. 


Cheever's first Indy Car season is 
producing solid results. He finished 
eighth in the Indy 500,a drive which 
earned him the “Indy Rookie of the

Its driver was Jochen Rindt 
and, to this day, his name excites ina 
way matched only by Ronnie Peterson 

Gilles Villeneuve in the years that 
followed.

Ihave noticed that my fellow scribes 
generally fall into one of two camps. 
There are those who over-earnestly 
believe that the name of the gameisto 
accumulate sufficient points over a 
season to win the World Champion- 
ship, and those romantic buffers - 
whose ranks I joined long before the 
age of 40- whocling toa quaintnotion 
that how a driver does things can bea 
damn’ sight more important than 
what he actually achieves.
